Tenute, beyond many of thofe who have them not. Nay, 
befides the feveral Branches of the Families that now enjoy 
the moft antient Honours, which confequently are as noble 
asthey, and fome of them of the Eldér Houfes, we know 
many that are Row Called Commoners, who in Antiquity 
and Eminency are no way inferiot to the thief of the titu- 
lar Nobility : And nothing can be more abfurd than te give 
a Prerogative of Birth to Cr--w.-2, T -ft -n, Fi -de, B--nn-t, 
Ofi—rn, and others, before the Cij/tons, Hampdens, Court- 
neys, PELRAMS, St. Fobns, Baintons, Wilbrabams, Hun- 
gerfords*, and many others. And, if the Tenurcs of their 
Eftates be confidered, they have the fame, and as antient 
as any of thofe who go under the Names of Duke or 
Marquis. 

I forbear to mention the fordid Ways of attaining to 
Titles in our Days; but whoever fhall take the Pains to 
examine them, will find that they rather defile than ennoble 
the Poffeffors. And whereas Men are truly ennobled only 
by Virtue, and Refpeé&t is due to fuch as are de/cended 
from thofe who have bravely ferved their Country, becaufe 
it is prefumed, ’till they thew the contrary, that they will 
refemble their Anceftors ; thefe modern Courtiers, by their 
Names and Titles, frequently oblige us to call to Mind 
fuch Things asare not to be mentioned without Bluthing. 

Whatever the antient Noblemen of England were, we 
are fure they were not fuch as thefe. And tho’ it fhould 
be confeffed, that no others than Dukes, Marquifles, Earls, 
Vifcounts and Barons, had their Places in the Councils 
mentioned by Ce/ar and Tacitus, or in the great Affemblies 
of the Saxons, it could be no Advantage to fuch as are now 
called by thofe Names. They were the Titles of Offices 
conferred upon thofe, who did and could beft condvé the 
People in time of War, give Council to the King, admi- 
nifter Juflice, and perform other public Duties 5 bat never 
made hereditary except by Abufe, much lefs were they fold 
for Money, or given as Recompences of the vileit Services. 
If the antient Order be totally inverted, and the Ends of 
it's Inftitution perverted, they who from thence pretend to 
be diftinguifhed from other Men, muft baild their Claim 
upon fomething very different from Antiquity. 

This being fufficient, if I miftake not, to make it ap- 
pear, that the antient Councils of our Nation did not confilt 
of fuch as we now call Noblemen, it may be worth our 
Pains to examine of what fort of Men they did confiff: 
And thet cannot much-rely-apon the Credit of Camden, 
which he has forfeired by a great Number of Untruths, J 
will begin with him, becaufe he is cited by our Author. 

If we will believe him, ‘*‘ That which the Saxons called 
Wiittenagemot, we may juftly name Parliament, which has 
the fupreme and moft facred Authority of making, abro- 
gating and interpreting Laws, and generally of all Things 

relating. to the Safety of the Commonwealth.” This 
Wittenagemet was, according to William of Ma!m<fury, 
‘© The General Meeting of the Senate and People ;” and 
Sir Harry Spelman calls it, ‘* The General Cauncil of the 
Clergy and People.”

Tn the Affembly at Ca/euth it was decretd by the Arch- 
bifhops, Bifhops, Abbots, Dukes, Senators, and the People 
of the Land, Popule terre, that the Kings fhould he elcéted 
by the Priefts and Elders of the People. By theft, O/¢, 
Ina, and others, were made Kings; and ifred in his Will 
acknowleged his Crown from them. Edgar wat eletted by 
all the People, and not long after depofed by them, and 
again reftored ina General Affembly. Thefe Things being 
fometimes faid to be done by the Affent of the Barois of 
the Kingdom, Camden fays, That ‘* under the Name of 
the Baronage, all the Orders of the Kingdom are ina 
manher comprehended ;” and it cannot be otherwife under. 
derflood, if we confider that thofe called Noblemen, or 
the Nobility of Exz/and, are often by the Hiftorians faid 
to be fxfnita Meltitudo, an infinite Multitude. 

If any Man afk how the Nobility came to be fo nome 
rous, I anfiver, That the Northern Nations, who were 
perpetually in Arms, put a high Eftcem upon miliary 
Valonr ; fought by Conquelt to acquire better Countries 
than their own 5 valued themfelves according to the Nurit- 
bers of Men they could bring into the Field s and, to dif- 
tinguith them from Villains, called thofe Noblemen whd 
hobly defended and enlarged their Dominions by Wars and 
for a Reward of their Services, in the Divifion of Lands 
gained by Conqueit, they diftributed to them Frecholt's, 
under the Obligation of continuing the fame Service to 
their Country. This appears by the Name of Avizlis 
Service, a Knight being no more thana Soldier, and a 
a Knight’s Fee no more than was fufficient to maintain 
one. 

Tis plain, that Knighthood was always eftcerned Nobi- 
lity 5 fo that no Man, of what Quality foever, thought 2 
Knight inferiow-to him, and thofe of the higheft Birth could 
not act as Nobletnen ’till they were Knights. 

Among the Gorls in Spain, the cutting off the Hair, 
which being long was the Mark of Knighthood, was 
accounted a degrading, and looked upbn to be fo gteata 
Mark of Infamy that he who had fuffcred it; could never 
bear any Honour or Office in the Commonwealth 3 and 
there was no Dignity fo high, but every Knight was capa- 
ble of it. There was no Diftin&tion of Men above it; and 
even to this Day Baron or Varon, in their Language, figni- 
fies no more than Vir in Latin, which is not properly given 
to any Man unlefs he be free. 

The like was in France ‘till the Coming in of the third 
Race of Kings, in whith Time the 12 Peers, of whom 
6 only were Laymen, were raifed to a higher Dignity, 
and the Commands annexed made hereditary 5 but the Ho- 
nout of Knighthood was thereby no way diminifhed, ‘Tho’ 
there were Dukes, Earls, Marquiflés and Barons in the 
Time of Froifart ; yet he ufually callsthem Knights: And 
Phillip de Commines, {peaking of the moft-eminent Men of 
his Time, calls them goud, wife, or valiant Knights. Evett 
to this Day the Name of Gentleman comprehends all that 
is raifed above th® Common People. Hem-y the Fourth 
ufually called himfelf the firil Gentleman in Frances and 
it is an ordinary Phrafé among them, when they fpeak of 
a Gentleman of good Birth, to fay, Jl eff moble comme If 
Ry, “ He is as noble as the King.”

And that the Alderney, with 300 Families from England, 
arrived there alfo on the 23d of Augult ; as did fome Days 
before the Recruits from England ior the Governor's Re- 
giment, ‘and Numbers of German Families.. Several of 
the Alderney’s People wete ill during part of the Voyage, 
but moft of them recovered before they made the Port. 

We learn from thence, thet the Settlers have made vaft 
Tmprovements this Summer both in their Lands and Houfes, 
and have had Plenty of various Greens and Roots of their 
own raifing: That they had great Succefs in their Cod- 
Fithery : That the People in general looked chearful and 
healthy, and that every Thing feemed in a flourifhing 
Condition.
